It is of no use to change-the ten 
ant or owner of these farms unless tlie 
system of farming is also changed 
These lands can only be restored by 
the liberal use of clover find by stock 
ing them up. The longer they sire put 
into grain urops the poorer they be- 
come. In buying a farm today this 
question of impaired fertility, is one 
that should..be closely Investigated by 
the purchaser.
